POP weirdo Michael 
Jackson’s music career 
was in meltdown last 
night after he lost his 
famous voice. 

Wacko Jacko, 48, looked 
finished following his 
pathetic comeback perfor- 
mance at the World Music 
Awards - where he strug- 
gled to sing just two lines. 


And he couldn’t hit the right 
notes even then. 

Event organisers desperately 
tried to gloss over the fallen 
superstar’s embarrassing flop 
by claiming his microphone 
was cut off. 

But music insiders dismissed 
the “cover up” and said trau- 
matic child abuse allegations, 
disfiguring plastic surgery and 
financial struggles have finally 
caught up with him. 


Experts fear the pressure of 
trying to resurrect his flagging 
career after living as a virtual 
recluse has left the hitmaker’s 
voice as ravaged as his face. 

Sources at Jacko’s luxury 
London hotel told how the 
Thriller singer broke down in 
tears after returning from the 
awards, seemingly realising 
his career could be over. 

One industry source said: 
“Throughout all his problems 
Michael has always been able 
to count on his musical genius. 

“But judging by that perfor- 
mance he can no longer even 
get through one song. And if

his singing voice has gone it 
has to be the end for him. 

“He looks a shadow of his old 
self and it’s hard to see how he 
can carry on.” 

Furious music fans booed 
Jacko off stage at Earls Court 
in his disastrous first live per- 
formance since being acquit- 
ted of child molestation 
charges last year. 

They were outraged by his 
limp attempt at singing his 
1985 charity single We Are The 
World — which had cost organ- 
isers more than £500,000. 

Fuming fans described his 
voice as “weak and wobbly” as 
he tried to sing the chorus 
before leaving the rest of the 
song to a teenage choir. 

Jacko was said to have locked 
himself away in his dressing 
room before going on stage, 
and only emerged after R&B 
babe Beyoncé urged him: 
“Don’t let your fans down.” 

Awards organisers Marcor 
International yesterday insis- 
ted the chart-topper had been 
ready to put on a show-stop- 
ping performance to reward 
his loyal fans until he had the 
plug pulled on him. 

Spokesman Julius Just 
claimed Earls Court cut off 
Jacko’s mic to observe a noise 
curfew. 

He said: “The venue cut the 
sound at 11pm because that is 
when the licence ends. 

“But how can they cut off the 
world’s greatest pop star? 

“Michael is bitterly disap- 
pointed. He has never been cut 
off before. 

“He was really up for it. He’s 
happy, fit and strong. 

“He was making some of his 
special dance moves when he 
picked up his Diamond Award 
earlier and seemed to be psych- 
ing himself up for his show. 

“His voice sounded really 
strong to me and he stayed 
very cool when his mic was cut 
off, just telling fans: ‘I love you, 
I love you.’” 

But an Earls Court spokes- 


woman denied the King of Pop 
had been cut short. 

She said: “It is simply not 
something we would do. 

“It was the organiser or pro- 
moter who would have had 
control of the microphones. 

“From my understanding, he 
stopped singing.” 

An insider at the five-star 
Hempel Hotel in Bayswater, 
west London, told how the 
emotion seemed to get to Jacko 
after the awards. 

The source said: “Once he got 
into the hotel he appeared to 
start sobbing.” 

A music website last night 
claimed Jacko’s performance 
was “destined to be a sham- 
bles” — as one of its reporters 
managed to slip on stage as 
part of his choir, despite being 
unable to sing or dance. 


Shocked 


The reporter claimed the 
choir had no rehearsals with 
Jacko and didn’t know if they 
were going out on stage until 
the last moment. 

Onlookers have been shocked 
by the star’s appearance, with 
his face looking close to falling 
apart after years of surgery. 

Sources close to Jacko fear he 
has never fully recovered from 
the strain of being accused of 
abusing teenage cancer victim 
Gavin Arvizo — even though he 
was later cleared by a jury. 

Clinical psychologist Ron 
Bracey said: “It’s very possible 
all the pressure Michael has 
been under could take its toll 
on his voice. 

“His confidence must be 
shaken and he looks to be liter- 
ally falling apart.” 

Jacko, who pocketed a 
£250,000 appearance fee, com- 
pletely booked out the Hempel 
with his massive entourage for 
four days at £50,000 a day. 

The oddball star tried to for- 
get his troubles yesterday by 
taking his children Prince 
Michael, nine, Paris, eight, and 
Blanket, four, to a matinee per- 
formance of the Mary Poppins 
musical in London’s West End.

‘School

A TEENAGE girl and her 
mum and dad murdered 
two other parents in an 
arson attack, a court heard 
yesterday. 

They agreed to set their 
victims’ home alight after 
a petty squabble at school, 
a jury was told. 

Natalie Connor, 18, began 
a hate campaign against 
16-year-old Lucy Cochrane 
and her parents after a 
playground fallout. 

And she and mum Jane, 
39, talked dad Michael, 39, 
into burning down the 
Cochranes’ house as they 
slept, it was alleged. 

The dad is said to have 
poured petrol through the 
letterbox to start the blaze 
in Baguley, Manchester. 

Firefighters said it was 
so fierce the temperature 
reached 1,000C in two 
minutes.

Lucy’s shop worker mum 
Maureen, 45, was killed in 
the flames and her airport 
baggage handler husband 
Alex, 54, died in hospital. 

Lucy was carried out by 
fire crews, who found her 
unconscious under a bed. 

Alistair Webster QC, 
prosecuting, told 
Manchester Crown Court 
there was an “obsessive” 
campaign against Lucy, 
who had learning 
difficulties, and her family. 

“Tt is that obsession 
which lies at the heart of 
this tragedy,” he added. 

The Connors, of 
Wythenshawe, Manchester, 
deny murdering the 
Cochrane parents and 
attempting to murder Lucy 
on January 12. The trial 
continues. 
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THE policeman leading 
the cash-for-honours 
probe hinted last night 
that there could be further 
arrests and charges. 

Scotland Yard’s 
Assistant Commissioner 
John Yates told MPs the 
investigation had gained 
“significant and valuable 
material” after 
interviewing 90 people, 
adding that it was in its 
“final stages”.

Worried doctors ordered the party- 
loving 27-year-old to clean up her act 
and she has not touched a drop of 
alcohol for three months. 

But Rod, 61, says that when he read 
her the riot act over her antics, 
Kimberley simply blamed the fact 
that she was half-Scottish. 

The chart veteran, famed for his 
own boozing and womanising back 
in the 1970s, said Kimberley was con- 
vinced she could take all the drink- 
ing because of her roots. 

He said: “She just discovered that 
she had a very serious liver illness 
from drinking too much. 

“She said to me: ‘Dad, I’m half- 
Scottish - I thought I was allowed to 
drink a lot.’ I said: ‘No, darling, it 
doesn’t work like that.’” 

The revelation about his daughter’s 
liver disease is an added blow for 
Rod, who has already had to confront 
son Sean’s addiction. 

Now 26, Sean has been battling 
booze and drugs since his teenage 
years and ended up having a series of 
brushes with the law. 

Kimberley has the same condition 
that led to the death of football leg- 
end Best, who died on November 25 
last year at the age of 59.

tling back. He said: “She hasn’t hada 
drink or cigarette for three months 
and feels great.”

19. He said she’s desperate to follow 
in his footsteps.

We're trying to put a band together 
for her, but she wants every member 
to look like Brad Pitt!”

It’s got 
sunken baths, walk-in closets and 
marble floors. “As it was going up, I 
was thinking: ‘Oh you stupid bas- 
tard!’

go to the bathroom and 
make herself sick as soon 
as as she left the table. She 
liked apples and tomatoes 
but that was about it.” 


Lica Kohirausch, owner of 
Ana’s agency L’Equipe, said: 
“We brought Ana back to 
Brazil after she did a cata- 
logue for Giorgio Armani 
and a representative rang me 
to say she was too thin. 

“It worried me, coming 
from a professional used to 
dealing with models.” 

Tragic Ana, of Sao Paulo, is 
the second model to die this 
year. Luisel Ramos, 22, died 
of a heart attack during a 
fashion show in Uruguay in 
August after living on let- 
tuce leaves and Diet Coke. 

Her death also comes after 
skinny models were banned 
from this year’s Madrid 
fashion show.
